highways or even 'lying a'cross the 
roads were sources of potential danger 
•until current was cither shut off or 
the wires elevated out or reach. 
Sportsmen express anxiety for the

An 
attempt has been made to set apart pro- 
fessional baseball and professional foot- 
ball. 
It can't be done. 
The all-round 


•athlete who has played professional base- 
ball will play professional football if he

.persuade others to do the same. The col- 
lege means less to him, the money more; 
and any one who has known the profes- 
sional type of college player who is now 
being removed from college athletics by 
an active cleanup campaign understands 
the vast difference. 
Fill the colleges up 


vith such athletes and a college football 
game falls to the standard of the profes- 
sional contest and loses its fine flavor of 
loyalty and enthusiasm. 


College athletics, it appears, must he 


amateur all through in order to retain 
1heir splendid character-building qualities 
.and remain worth while for the spectator.

LETTUCE TtlE NATURAL. FOOD 


I have concluded an extended study and research 


into the question of socallcd health foods by the de- 
cision that it would be of the utmost benelit to the 
general health if the consumption of lettuce the year 
around were increased about one thousand times the 
present consumption. Let us enumerate the 
rea- 


sons for eating lettuce every day that lettuce can 
be had. 


(1). 
Lettuce is one of nature's toothbrushes. 


(2). Lettuce is rich in vitamins. 
(3). 
Lettuce is unquestionably superior to any 


known medicine which may be taken internally as 
a source of available iron for man, although certain 
iron solutions administered by injection into the 
blood or into the muscles may be superior in certain 
illnesses. 


(4). 
Lettuce serves as a physiological stimulus 


not alone to appetite and digestion in the stomach 
but to the more important process of intestinal di- 
gestion, and may bo considered a preventive of 
colitis. 


(5). 
Lettuce gives a wholesome bulk to the resi- 


due in the intestine, and this tends to counteract 
the evils of ultra refined concentrated diet. 


(6). 
Lettuce is among the lowest of all foods in 


fuel or nutritive value from the caloric point of view, 
yielding only 90 calories per pound. (About equiv- 
alent to two crackers or half a glass of milk). This 
feature should commend lettuce to all overstocked 
persons.

(7). 
Lettuce freely used in the diet opposes and 


tends to keep the system normally alkaline. 


The popular notion that lettuce is sedative Or so- 


porific is a myth propagated by the romanticists 
who used to write books on "dietetics" as an avoca- 
tion. Lettuce will no more soothe the nervous sys- 
tem nor put one alseep than will peanuts or ham 
gravy. 


Of course the less wild life consumed with or on 


one's lettuce the less nourishing the lettuce will be. 
Vegetarians should scrutinize their 
lettuce very 


carefully. It is important that all lettuce be thorough- 
ly examined to discover uninvited guests, and well 
washed and rinsed in pure water to route any such 
guests.

regard to most of the European states. 
France especially, owes 15 billion at 
par to the United States, that is to 
say nearly 37 billions at the present 
rate of exchange, to which must be 
added a debt of 6 bi'llions called 'com- 
mercial' and numerous communal and 
private loans. Not only do we not 
think of paying these enormous sums 
but we only pay the interest in a very 
small proportion. 
Besides which, we 


continue to beg for America's pecun- 
iary support; the idea that. Europe 
will only recover from the crisis with 
the aid of American gold has become 
the 
financial 
belief of all 
Tccon- 


stvuctors.' 


"Now, the United 
States govern- 


ment, declares Mr. McCormick, lays 
sufficiently heavy taxes on its citizens 
for them to wish to know how they 
can be alleviated in time. He says 
that the American tax-payer is aware 
that as long as the European govern- 
ments do not pay the interest of their 
debts towards America that he, the 
tax.payer is paying for the military and 
civil institutions 
of the European 
states. Are these worth the sacrifices 
of_ the American tax-payer? asks Mr. 
McCormick. With business-like clear- 
ness he proposes that the. United 
States government should claim its 
debts. 
We should then be officially 


invited to state why we spend five bil- 
lions for our army, our navy and our 
colonies instead of applying all, or 
jsrrt of this sum to the payment of our 
foreign debt. 
"This idea exasperates the national- 


st press" says the writer. "It is so 
rue that we only see the mote in our 
neighbor's eye and not the beam » * * 
Germany owes us money which she, 
does not pay; we claim, and quite 
rightly, tho control of her finances. 
We owe many billions to America 
vhich we don't pay; logically, legally 
he can at least demand explanations.

'We shall be told'that we have paid 


more than our debt to America with 
the blood of our soldiers; that their 
sacrifices are nothing compared to 
ours; that they ought to feel honored 
to have been allowed to lend us money 
ind happy not to have done so at a 
dead loss, since German militarism is 
defeated.

We claim the complete carrying out 
ot tho Versailles Treaty, in the name 
of 0ie respect due to treaties. In the 
name of the same respect the Ameri- 
cans san say to us: 'JDid you sign or 
not?'

things," concludes M. Charny.

When Germany has paid us 


we will cut down our military ex- 
penses and we shall be able to pay 
you—which after all constitutes 
a 


itiful defeat and is the traditional ex- 


cuse of all defaulters; 
"2nd. If you had not refused two 


years ago to ratify the Versailles 
treaty and to take interest in the pri- 
vate affairs «f Europe, hi.s unfortunate 
continent would not be in its present 
position; and if America had followed 
Wilson in the way of the Ijeague of 
Nations sbts would have today not 
only tho information .she requires but 
the power to make uso of it and to 
bring Europe, if necessary, to a bet- 
ter way of thinking.

freight service is regularity, which, 
added to certainty, makes it possible 
for merchants here to trade with Eu- 
rope on-'a basis of exchange of com 
moditics. 


"The existing organizations of 'the 
International Sleeping Car Company 
an'd the German "Metropa" Company 
could bo used as a framework, since 
these concerns are specialists in this 
class of railway traffic. 
"It would bo necessary to exert 


considerable pressure on tho various 
European governments concerned in 
order to secure a beginning—after- 
ivards those would bo tho most ar 
dent supporters of the freight trains 
de-luxe. 
"A merchant in England could then 
send out his goods to say, Budapest 
sell for crowns, buy commodities or 
raw materials of value there, and be 
certain to transport back to the poin' 
of sale and back.

By Dr. R. II. Bishop 


The modern housewife has 
little 


ime to make a thorough 
study 
of( 


calories in connection with food re- 
quirements, yet she must know how 
much food is required by members of. 
her household. Ordinarily she can 
rust pretty much to appetite—unper- 
rertcd appetities are very 
useful 


guides to rational eating. 
The adult who always maintains a 


uniform normal weight has usually 
adjusted his food supply to ms nu .a. 
If a child makes healthful, 
steady 
gains in weight throughout the period 
if growth, we can usually depend up- 
on it that the child is eating right. 


But all adults do not maintain a 


uniform normal weight, nor do all 
children make healthful, steady' gains 
n weight. Some adults are too thin; 
some too fat. Some children have too 
arge appetities, some are too pamp- 
ered. 
For such?" cases it is necessary to 


rave accurate measurements by sci- 
entific methods of the real fuel needs 
of the body to check on appetite or as 
a guide when appetite- fails. 
It is now understood that a man 


ying quietly in bed throughout tho 
24 hours of tho day burns at least 12 
calories for every pound of body 
weight, which means for the average 


man a daily total of from 1600 to 1800 
calories. 


If conditions permit, it Is better to 


soe that this energy is taken 
from 


food, rather than that the body be 
permitted to burn itself up. A gener- 
al starving policy for the sick is as 
obsolete as blood-letting. 


The energy expenditures of men, 


women and children have been closely 
studied through the use of a device 
called the respiration calorimeter, a 
chamber in which a person may re- 
main for some time. 
It measures accurately the actual 


energy expenditure. Hundreds of ob- 
servations show that men under the 
same conditions of weight, age and 
occupation use practically the 
same 


amount of energy. 


A definite amount of work calls for 


a definite amount of energy in the 
form of food. 
The only reason why we are not 


forced to stop working when food is 
withheld is that we are able to carry 
stores of fat and a little carbohydrates 
as reserve fuel, and also to draw on 
our body protein if necessary. 
Thus men have fasted 30 and 40 


days, Jjut the body becomes more and 
more impoverished and when the re- 
serve supply is exhausted there must 
como fuel in the form of food or all 
work stops and death cornea.

Bananas seem to have a rather bad 


reputation but 
the truth is that a 


perfectly ripe banana or a cooked 
one is easily digested and nutritious. 


If buying the fruit 
for 
cooking, 


rather 
green 
bananas 
should 
be 


chosen. If the fruit is to be used raw 
a banana with blackened skin with- 
out a trace of green even at the very 
end should be used. 


However the fruit may be used, al- 


ways remove all 
the 
strings, 
and 


scrape off the outside film if the fruit 
is used uncooked.

Mix find sift flour, salt, paprika and 


nutmeg. . Melt butter.

egg, butter and cream and stir until 
smooth, adding water slowly. J3eat 
well nnrt let stand for

minutes. 


Bent whites of eggs till stiff and dry 
and fold Into mixture. 


Pool and scrape bananas.

IMp each piece in the batter ana coal 


completely. Drop in deep hot fat' and 
fry 
till a golden brown. 
Drain on 


brown paper and serve. 
These are 


a good accompaniment with 
lamb 


chops or roast fowl. 


LUNCHEON BAKED BANANAS 
Pour banana.s. S very thin slices of 


bacon, very tiny pinch mustard, few 
gratings nutmeg. 


Peel and scrape bananss and cut in 


half lengthwise. 
Put in a baking 


dish and sprinkle with mustard and 
nutmeg. Cover with bacon and bake 
in a hot oven till bacon is crisp and 
bananas are soft. 
It will take about 


half an hour. 


BAKED BAXANA PUDDING 


Two bananas, ii cup sugar, 1 table- 


spoon lemon juice, 1 cup Hour, 2 table- 
spoons butter, 4 tablespoons milk, 3 
eggs. 


Peel and slice bananas and sprinkle 


with lemon juice. Cream butter and 
beat In sugar. Beat in each egg yolk 
separately. 
Stir in flour 
and 
add 


bananas. Beat the whites of the eggs 
till stiff and dry and fold into first 
mixture. Pour into well buttered in- 
dividual molds and bake in a pan of 
hot wafer for 35 minutes. Serve with 
whipped cream or fruit sauce.
